House in United States for Demands 


to End War. 


Washington. 
Dec. 
23.— President 
Wilson m ay occupy a tem porary role 
as m ediator in, the European war. 
Th e re is a well defined 
report 
in 
iip’omatie circles th at G erm any sh o rt­ 
ly will furnish him with a statem ent 
if the te rm s en which she is ready to 
m ake peace. 
She will insist, this r e ­ 
port says, that he obtain from the 
entente 
a 
similar state m ent, which 
must be specific, before he can com 
munioate the German position to her 
enemies or m ake them public. 
This Is considered as quite possible 
to be the first result of Mr. Wilson’s 
peace note to the belligerents. 
It was 
pointed out that 
if 
Germ any takes 
such action, the entente powers will 
be placed at a strategic disadvantage 
unless they do the same. 
With t w 
sets of peace term s before him t ie 
president could m ake a serious effort 
to try and find a common ground rf 
understanding. 
With th e purposes of the president's 
note clarified by official state m en ts 
the attention of the United States ha* 
turned to the reception of the note in 
foreign capitals. 
Diplomats are watching for indiea 
tions of whether the European n eu ­ 
trals will follow the lead of the United 
States and m ake a similar appeal tr 
the warring powers. 
T h e re is a growing idea that the 
United States hopes to become the 
clearing house for views, and possibU 
for te rm s of the belligerents. 
S e v e n 
diplomats have advised their govern 
m oats to that effect, to guard them in 
their replies. 
Surprise at the fast growing signifi 
canoe of the president's move was < t 
pressed on many sidles, where at fin! 
tho opinion prevailed that 
the non 
was merely a “feeler” and that the 
most im m ediate object contemplated 
in issuing it was the receipt of soim 
sort of definition fyom the various war 
ring nations. 
T h a t the president should let it bf 
known indirectly to tho diplomats that 
he went farther than that, and count 
cd on an absolutely frank reply from 
the belligerents which would lead to 
aa actual opportunity for negotiations 
proved only leas surprising than th# 
actual note Itself.
